theY-drought upon themſelves to be driven out of Bantam; 
tiey-now know not how to excuſe the Matter, 
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And being diſappointed in their Deſign, as falle 
into the Pit they digged for others, they are at their 
Wits End, and know not what to do; ſome body 
muſt be found out upon whom to lay the Blame, and 
the next that comes to hand ts the NetherlandifþCom- 
pany, Hic mihi turbat aquas. 

But had they fate ſtill, or had (as they would make 
the World believe) kept themſelves Neutral, accord. 


ing to the Will and Footſteps of their Maſters; or 


had they inſtead of helping the Old, affiſicd the Young 
King, theſe difficulties nor queſtions had never hap- 
ened. 

6 And how can the Engliſh, with any ſhew of reaſon, 
diſpute or call in queltion the Soveraignty of the

Fave, fpeaking of the departure of the Engliſh by 
(Owder of the King; who relates only of an hard 
Conteſt between the ſaid King and Major Sir Martin, 
kefore that Order of cauſing them to depart, could 
obtained from him: But being, faith he, altogether 
mder the Power of the Hollanders, he was neceſſntated 
WM rownto. But beſides what might be alledged to 
mken this Afſſertion, he confefſeth, That what be 
muaeſſeth thereof, is not of his own Knowledg, but that he 
klieveth it to be True upon the Credit of Perſons of Worth ; 
which of it ſelf is enough to reject the fame: As alſo 
is very obſervable what on this Subject the foreſaid 
ir Martin , and others with him, dodeclare; to wit, 
Tut the Conteſt was not to diſpoſe the King to the Ejeftion 
f the Engliſh, but to turn away the Wrath and Indigna=. 
tm of the King (which becauſe of their Aſſiſtance of 
ts Father and the Rebels, he had taken up.againft 
tem) and thereby ts deliver them from the loſs of all their 
bwds, yea Life it ſelf, as out of Revenge he had deter- 
nined againſt them : Which alſo was ſo taken and ac- 
kowledged by the Engliſh Company at Bantam, when 
bytheir Agent they returned thanks unto the Miniſters 
of the Netherlandiſþ Company for their Protection. 
kat ſuppoſe the King had not been fo incenſed againſt 
them, as hath been faid; and that he had not had 
&ign at all to be avenged on them, yet the meer 
onfideration of his Security might have moved him 
to their Ejection, as being aſſured they afſitted his Re- 
ls; and in apprehenſion, that they, as well verſed 
ln Warlike Aﬀairs, might from England, or elſewhere, 
renforce themſelves with Ships and Soldiers ; be- 
des the perillous Neighbourhood of their Warchouſe 
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to his Caſile, his Father lying round about Baygy 
with his Army, and keeping it yet for ſome Month 
belieged 3 and he as yet by his Auxiliary Forces þg. 
ving only the Sea open, might, if he were not ve 
circumſpeR , be again ſuddenly aſſaulted orat leaſt, 
the Engliſh remaining in Bantam, by ſpying all oppee. 
tunities, make Diſcoveries to the Enemies; fo asin 
the way of Providence, it was requiſite for him tody 
what he did. 

If the Letters (brought in the Procels) be reviewed, 


it will appear, whether it be true, as is imputed ty | 


them ; that they of their own motion did ſend Syc. 
cours to the ſaid King yea fo, as thereby (if ther 
moſt injurious Aſperſion were true) to get him int 
their Clutches: or on the contrary, that it was done 
at the Great, and Inſtant Entreaties of the Y 
King , after that all ways of Reconciliation had in 
vain been attempted. 

Bat foraſmuch as this Aſſiſtance and Succour isthus 
averſly, and after ſo odious a manner declaimed, it 
will be neceſſary to relate the ſame ſomewhat more 
fully, and more clearly to diſcover the occaſionand 
progreſs thereof. 

After the Rulers of Batavia had ripely conſulted 
about the conſtitution of the Aﬀairs of the Young 
King, they thought meet, as alſo hath before been 
ſpecitied, to proffer their Service of Mediation be- 
tw-cen the Father and the Son: To which end they 
wrote twoLetters in civil and obliging Terms, teſtify- 
ing their Purpoſe and Aﬀection in a way of Friendſhip 
to accommodate, and lay by their queſtions and difk- 
rences ; and with that Intention ſent their Plenipo- 
tentiaries with Letters, the one to the Father, and 
the other to the Son, in a Ship prepared to: that End; 
after that ſome days before, by way of advance, = 
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had atfo ſent three other Ships : Bufonſidering thoſe 
Plenipotentiaries went unto a place where the Parties 
ha- on.both fides were in Arms, and not being certain 
I] I whether they might meet with Friends or Enemies g 
ll, I they therefore judged themſelves obliged to put them

; ate of things: Put being a little advanced, they 
C Wnt ſome Exropeans, who by an Engliſh Man enquired 
o them, wherefore they came to intermeddle with 
dl Ye differences of the two Kings ? Whereupon being 
'b WY aſwered, That they came as Friends to procure a 
"1 Y Peace between the Father and the Son ; they foon 
© FI ptceived the Deſign they had formed againti them ; 
Yor forthwith they ſaw a Great Troop of Men ga- 
YM tered together, making ready ſome Fire{hips, and 
n other Veſſels fitted for Warz making a ſhew, as if 
" Fficy would fall foul with us, who verily were too 
0 Fw in Number, to have thoughts to attempt any 
}: ting againſt ſo powerful an Enemy, who ſeemed to 
bo come againſt them: which alſo they did, and came 
o Þ the Deed it elf, ſhooting at us; and with their 
B 3 Canons, 
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Canons, which were managed by the Engliſh, they 


much endamaged our Ships z whereby they perceived 
that they not only did not accept of our Mediation, 
but alſo that they treated us as Enemies. Uponwhich 
they of Batavia ſoon reſolved, by force of Arms, to 
deliver the young King out of this Miſery and the 
brink of Death ; and to this end to ſend a ſufficient 
power of Ships and Men to his Aſhſtance, whichalſp 
had that Succeſs , as before is mentioned. 

The Affiftance which the Engliſh gave to the Old 
King, whereby the Diſpleaſure and Wrath of the 
Young King was fo kindled againſt them, even to 
their Eje&ion out of his Country, is fo notoriouſly 
known to the World, that beſides the Proofs which 
the Netherlandiſþ Company have already alledgrd, 
they yet further could bring hundreds of convincing 
Tettimonies 3 but let only the Letters of the Young 
King, which he ſent from his beſieged Caſile to them 
of Batavia, be produced, and you ſhall hear him come 
plaining in thele formal Words, 


What Reaſon hath the Engliſh Captain to help to foot at 
me, without once laying to heart that he is Reſident in ny 
Land and Sea ? This is yet worſe, that Mr. Bowyer (a 
of the Engliſh Merchants at Bantam) cauſes my Houſe t 
be ſhat at ; not once thinking, that T deſired the King f 
England that he might be Captain inthe Engliſh Lodge. 1 
requeſt of Capitain Moor Speelman, that he will wam th 
Engliſh not #o come off Shore, to ſhoot at my Houſe, and 
aſſiſt mine Enemy alſo with Powder; foraſmnch as he hath 
his Reſidence im my Land, but not in the Land of Sula 
Agon (the Old King ) As alſo to perſwade them not to fil 
low mine Enemy, ſeeing they drink, my Water, and dwlin 
my Land; and that they cloſe no more with Sultan Agon: 
{if Captain Moog have Love for me, let him be Fan 

ne 
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bly to infinuate this unto the Engliſh , that above all 
things they ſhoot not at my Houſe, nor betake themſelves to 
Lad. 


The which alſo in a following Letter to the Major 
& Martin, he further confirmed. 

Belide, the faid King did afterward make often 
Complaints to the whole World, that the Engliþh had 
given all affiſtance to his Enemies: Yea one of the 
laglih themſelves, relates in a certain Book printed 
# London, in which he gives an Account of what 
paſſed at Bantam during the War, and of which he 
was an Eye-witnels, viz. That they of the Engliſh 
Nation had furniſhed the Old King with moi ot all 
the Ammunition he had ; and withall, that they uſed 
4 means poſhble, to encourage and incenſe the Fa- 
ws againſt the Dutch: And thereupon he concludes, 
that they (to wit, the Engliſh) had no Ground much 
torely upon the Friendſhip of the Netherlanders, in 
aſe they once came to ſet foot on Land : Notwith- 
ftanding they are not aſhamed to deny all this. Yea, 
in the Memorial delivered by Mr. Chardin (while he 
was here) and ſeeonded, and further contirmed by a 
certain Memorial, which the Englih Company together 
with their Demands. delivered over to the Commiſſa- 
ties, who were to decide on both ſides: Namely, that 
the Engliſh in all this while, had kept themſclves alto- 
gether Neutral between the faid oppoling Parties; and 


conclude from thence, that the King had not out of his 
Motion cauſed them to depart, but through the Initi- 


gation of the Major Sir Martin ( a thing moſt notori- 
ouſly falſe ) as at the beginning they clamoured, and 
publiſhed to the whole World; namely, That we 
drave them out with Force, after- a moſt barbarous 
and unheard-of manner.

But how little the Engliſh Company doth agree with 
it ſelf, and how often they are out and in, in their

mich they do refer themſelves; in which is exfreſly 
fid, that Pagoran Diepa Panerat, one of the principal 
Miniſters of the young King, or rather the firtt Mini- 
fer of State, had done the ſame, although they put 
tin ſuch general and Ambiguous expreitons, in all 
wpearance, as if they would lay it to the charge of 
wr Men : Only what concerns the Powder, the Dutch 
Company doth ſay, that in caſe it were true, that the 
Inlih were fain, by the order of: the King, to un- 
kde the ſame, and bring it to Land; that it was done, 
wt becauſe the King ftood in necd of it, for he was 
+undantly furniſhed by them of Batavia; but only to 
mrevent that they might not deliver the fame to his 
Enemies ; and beſides, it cannot be ill taken, that the 
Ling in that confuſed ſtate of things, would oppoſe 
nd hinder the Engliſh from going fo often to and tro 
totheir Ships. 

Concerning the ſecond point, namely , that we 
tie fhould have hindred the Engliſh trom departing out of 
or Bantam, and alſo to have ſtopped their Boats, hath 
or W not the leaſt appearance of truth in it; foraſmuch as 
wo themſelves conteſs, that we aftifted them with our 
fry Boats and Chaloups to carry their Goods and Wares 
ut-© aboard their Ships, when none of the people of the 
to] Country, or their Boats could be obtained to be ſer- 
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viceable to them therein; {ſo little acceptance they hy 
with that Nation: And how can this hang togethe: 
That we ſhould have procured their departure fron 
the King, and then when they were ready tg depar 
to hinder it ? Yea, the Engliſh diſagree in the yer 
Poſition laid down about it; for their foreſaid Meme. 
rial. to which by thcir demand they refer themſclye 
dicatcs not that their men were ftopt at Sea by as 
Barks that kept watch, but that it was done by the 
watch of the Netherlandiſh Company on Land, at the 
mouth of the Haven; to wit, as having order to fuf. 
fer nothing to be carried from Land to the FEyljp 
Ships. 

The complaints which thereupon they ſhould hare 
made to Major Sir Martin, comprehended in the third 
point, as if he had in a kind of mockage anſwered 
them, That all was done by order of the King ; What 
doth this make to the thing ? For put the caſe the 
{aid Major ( which notwithtianding is not granted) 
might ſay, not in way of mockage, but in earnel; 
that it was to be imputed to the order of the King, 
which goes farther, if thoſe orders had been executed 
by our Soldiers; although that alſo is denied, and of 
which the Engliſh do produce no proots ; yet could it 
not any ways prejudice the Dutch Company, as not 


being bound to be reſponlible for the Orders of the | 


King. 

Touching the King's Anſwer to the Chit of the 
French his complaint, and that the King remitted him 
as to that matter to Bataria, of which is ſpoken in the 
fourth point, although it ſhould be all true, which 
notwithſtanding, is not proved, it might be-that the 
King did it in ſuch a manner to free himſelf from the 
trouble of thoſe complaints, as well knowing that 
one os his Minittcrs had ſcized on the ſaid Do 
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Silver, which however it be, neither concerns the 
Engliſh, nor obligeth the D#tch Company to be an{wer- 
able for the ſame. 

But to demonſtrate yet more fully how far the Eng- 
lf Company, in allgheir pretences, do err from the 
truth, they ſay, as may be ſen, -in the propoſal of 
the firſt point, That the people of the Country, to 
wit, of Bantam, the day betore they, vz. the Fng- 
kh were cauſed to remove, did indeed come into their 
Lodge,but without doing of them the leaſt Injury; and 
jet they ſay in their foreſaid Memorial annexed to their 
Demand, that at the ſame time they took away all 
their Proviſion ( driving the Eng!ih out of the Cham- 
bers ( except one named I/ait ) and took poſleilion 
thereof z but a little after the Dztch Soldiers came, 
who further made ſpoil, and carried away all they 
found there: But this cannot be; becauſe the Engliſh 
had, a day before their departure, carricd away for 
Batavia, in the Ships of the Dutch Company, all their 
moveables, to the very leatt thing of any worth ( their 
departure, as themſelves ſay, being the 12th of #pri ) 
and ſo nothing could be found : And belides, a'l the 
time of their inhabiting of Batavia, which dured mor: 
than a year, they never brought in any cump'atuts, 
by a Liſt or other way, ſhewing what the Pxtch Sol- 
diers had rob'd them of; but on the contrary, they 
came and rendred their thanks to the Government 
there, for all the athiſtance had been done unto them, 
without the leaſt mention of wrong reccived ; which 
had they done; the Government there might forth- 
with have cauſed crquiry to be made, and if it had 
been true, procured ſatisfaction ; but letting that oc- 
cation flip, and being negligent therein, and then to 
bring in their Complaints here, and that without any 
proot, the Dutch ſay is a thing, altogether unreaſonable. 
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As hath before been alledged, the Engliſh Company 
from the beginning hath pretended re-eltabliſhment at 
Bantam from the Dutch Company, and to which jn 
their Demand, or Memorial of their Pretences, delj. 
vered over to the Commiſſaries gf both ſides, they re. 
main perſilting, with requeſt, that the ſame may in 
the firit place, before all other things, be debated and 


determined, taking for their foundation, that that re. 


eſtabliſhment had already been accorded and agreed tg 
by your Puiſſant Hignefſes, and by the Netherlandi 
Company. 

But now not yet content with that, they pretend 
by their foreſaid Demand, beſides the recalling of the 
Dutch Troops, the delivering over the Caſtle of Bar 
zam in its entire, for to put into it a ſtrong Gariſen, 
pretending, that otherwiſe they would not be willing 


to ſettle themſelves again there z yea, they require that - 


the whole City be delivered up, and put into the 
hands of His Majeſty of Great Brittain. 

What concerns the firſt, Tt is true indeed that the 
Engliſh Company did pretend all this z. but it is evident, 
that the Dutch Company hath as little right to this, as 
to give over the whole City with the Caſile, accord- 
ing to their further pretence: We who have only a 
{imple rcfidence, without participation of any Autho- 
rity, which doth wholly reſide in the perſon of the 
King, it is for us a moral impotlibility to diſpoſe of that 
which Privative doth belong to the King, and ſo tore- 
cltabliſh the Engliſh there againſt his will, without in- 
truſion into his Right, and violating his Authority: 
For although the Dutch Company have their Troopsin 
Bantam, which ſerve the King for a Gariſon to defend 
his City, yet that affords them no Territorial Right, 
nor the leaſt power to bring in again thoſe whom he 


hath baniſhed from thence, 
And 
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And as they cannot by force of Arms oblige th© 
King to take in again the Engi;h, and rc-ſettle them 
in Bantam without uſurping Son the Right of Nati- 
ons, and deſervedly to incur the Diſaffection and Ha- 
tred of all the Princes and Potentates of Indie ; ſo can 
they with as little ground do it by Threatnings, with- 
out Injury to their Fidelity ; which muſt be the ſtay of 


the Credit of the ſaid Company among the Indian 


People ; who otherwiſe would not rely upon tkeir 


ET Word, nor enter into Alliances and Combinations 


with them, | 

But they of the Engliſh Company aver, that herein 
not only conliſts their Intereſt, but they have alſo the 
Promiſe of your Puifſant Highneſſes ; they only requi- 
ring the Execution of the ſame. 

As to their Intereſt, the Dutch Company will cafily 


gant, that the foreſaid Re-cſtabliſhment might be for 


their Advantage, (although they, as hath before been 
faid, declare, that except they have a Gariſon and the 
Caſtle for their Security, they would not refide there) 
fo alſo undoubtedly it would be for their Intereſt, if 
the Dutch Company did admit them into thoſe Coun- 
tries, where we have our Spices, and which we poſ- 
leſs by Propriety, with Secluſion of all others: And 
ſo alſo it would be for the Intereli of this State, and 
the Inhabitants thereof, that the Engl; would per- 
mit them the Navigation and Trade in the Barbadver, 
Caribes, New-England, the Virginies, and many other 
Countries they poſſeſs in America; where they will not 
ſuffer us, nor other Nations of Ezrope fo mich as to 
paſs their Seas, But the Queſtion i: this caſe is not 
the Convenience or the Intereſt, but the Right. If 
that the Engliſh Cormpany could groundedly maintain, 
that the Dutch Company 1s bound «to re-ſetrl- them 
there, and prove it by clear and convincing Reaſons 
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that they had driven them out of Bantam, the buſine 
were at an End. 

But to come to their Second ground, viz. The Pro. 
miſe of your Puiſſant Highneſſes, and of the Dazch 
Company, which was made to them Anno 1683, that 
they thould be reſettled there. To this we have be- 
fore ſaid. and donow again anſwer, that thoſe Prof. 
fers do {erve for an undeniable Proof, that the Dutch 
Company ſought nothing more than to continue with 
the, Engliſþ Company tn an intimate Friendſhip and 
Contidence, which by that Accident at Bantam did 
ſeem in ſome meaſure to be interrupted ; and that 
they would rather decline the Advantages which by 
ſuch exccthve Expences they had acquired there, than 
to remain continually in Contentionand Quarre] with 
the Engliþ Company : And hzreby the Dutch Com- 
- pany obliterate thoſe Aſperhions and Calumnies impy- 
ted to them ; as if in all appearance they for their 
own Intereſt, and wiltu}ly, had incited and fomented 
the Diftcrences, and War that followed thereupon be- 
tween the Father and the Sons; and had two years 
before formed that Detign by correſponding with Par- 
goran Dicpz Nagara 3 and 1o contrived the Baniſhing of 
the Erc/iſp out of Bantam. For if all this had been 
trac, they thould very badly have managed their Bu- 
inc, atter that all was thus ſucceeded, and they 
with ſuch exccijive Charyes attaincd what they aimed 
at, they ſhould thcn without any preiling nccellity, 
have made fo little account of it ; and that for the 
meer Picaſure of tnem, who tor all the Pretences, 
and juitification of their Complaints made, had no- 
thiny toſhew in way of Proof. Indeed had the Eng- 
lih Company at that time rctted tatistied, the Dutch 
Company ſhould have bcen oblized to perform the 
fame, how prejudicial foever it night afterward have 
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heen to them. But foraſmuch as the Englih Comr 
pany Was then pleaſed wholly to reje& and break off 
thoſe Tranſactions, whereas we ſo defirouſly longed 
that they might be brought to a good End in England ; 
ind for which, it is ſaid, the Lord Ambaſſador Cit- 
i was fully authoriſed, all the time that Butineſs of 
Bntam was in the Terms, as they were, during the 
Negotiations and Treaty with Mr. Chxdlie and Sir 
fabn Chardin in the Hagze, and which the Engliſh Com- 
wny alſo cauſed to be broken off, Whercupon it falls 
ww to be enquired into, Whether the D»tch Com- 
pany, fince the caſe of things be wholly changed and 
of another nature, be ſtill obliged to the ſame ? 

It is evident, that at that time the State of the Af- 
hirs of Bantam was not known, namely, Whether 
he War between the Father and the Son were yct 
maining, or ended : If it were determined, wither 
y an Accommodation, or by the Sword: It by. the 
word, who of the two, the Father, or Son, re- 
maincd Conqueror, and thereby became Malier ct the 
lingdom. During which uncertainty, it carnot be 
udged Imprudency, that the Netherlandifh Faſt-Indie 
Company ( by whoſe Forces the Son was dcliv.red 
fom his inevitable Ruin, and by whom hc farther 
was to be aſliſted, ſo as not to fall under the opp rel- 
lon of his Rebellious Subje&s ) ſhould interpoſc their 
Credit and Authority by the faid Kinz, tor the {ct- 
Ing of the Engliſh in Bantam, it he were Conqueror, 
and with condition the Eng//h ſhould yicld no further 
Affiſtance to the Father : and in cafe the Father were 
Vitor, that then the Enz!ifh {hou!d employ all thcir 
Credit by the Father, that the Dutch Company might 
enjoy a good Neizhbourhood with them : And theſe 
Proffers of the Dutch Company, whiile things ſtuod 
thus at an uncertainty, were the mcrec excuſable by 
C4 the 
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the King of Bantam, becauſe they endeavoured there. 
by to prevent the Succors which the Engliſh Compa. 
ny pretend<d to ſend the Father; and allo becauſe at 
that time it was not yet known, how far the Engliſh 


had made themſelves irreconcilable to him, 

During this uncertainty of things, the Dutch Com- 
pany made theſe Proffers ; yea Sir Fobn Chardin him- 
{elf proje&ted an Accommodation between both the 
Companies, in which mention was made of the with- 
drawing of the Dutch Troops out of Bantam, and 
what each Company ſhould be obliged untoin thoſe 
occaſional Accidents, as are thereby ſpeciticd. But as 
it pleaſed the ſaid Mr. Chudlie and Sir Fohn Chardin 
very unexpc&edly to break off thoſe Treaties, which 
already were fo far advanced, and they alſo of the 
Engliſh Company on their part did reject the Proflers, 
which not only your Puiſſant Highneſles in their fore- 
ſaid Anſwer to the Memorial of Sir ohn Chardin, had 


made ; but thoſe alſo which the Ambaſſador Citers | 


afterwards did make, in the name, and upon the ac- 
count of the Netherlandiſþ Company, aftcr that the 
forcſaid Sir ohn Chardin was returned into England, 
and the Engliſh began again to bring in new Demands, 
aftcr they had very diſgainfully reje&ed-the former; 
hercupon the Netherlandiſh Company judged, that they 
ſtood no longer bound to theirs, eſpecially, when as 
{ome while attcr, by tidings on both fides in Letters 
irom the Indies, 1t was ſignified, that the War at Bat- 
zam veas ended to the advantage of the young Kang, 
who reobtained the Kingdom as poſſefſor, had taken 
the Father Priſoner, and ſubdued his Rebels ; fo that 
conſequently the Netherlandiſh Company had now no 
longer any ground nor pretext, either. to treat with 
the Engliſh about their reſetling in Bantam, as being 
Territorizm plane alienum, much lcts to promile the fan 
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nd therather, becauſe the now reigning King having 
confidered the Confſpiracies of the Engliſh with his 
at Yfather and rebellious Subjects, hath declared them his 
ih Kpemicious Enemies. 

Seeing then, from all what hath been faid, it clearly 
gpeareth, that the Engliſh Company did rather chuſe 
to expe& the uncertain Lot of War, than to agree 
with the Dutch Company, while it was time, about 
heir Settlement ; it is therefore reaſonable that they 
ww acquieſce, and leave the Netherlandiſþ Company 
mmolelſied, as to their re-eftabliſhment. 

It followeth therefore, that it is wholly beſides.the 
purpoſe, at preſent, to make uſe, or apply to their ad- 
antage the foreſaid anſwer of your Puiſſant High- 
wſſes to the foreſaid Memorial, after they had re- 
x&cd the forcſaid Proffer , and had determined not 
aly to re-eſtabliſh themſelves by force of Arms, but 
| Wrtolly to become the Maſters of Bantam, and,o that 
+ Wd to ſet out a formidable Power of Ships and Men at 
- Wa, though their Enterprize, as they themſelves de- 
vole in their foreſaid reply, was ſtopt by his Majeſty 
happy Memory, and not ſuffered to put forth to 
, Ba: now this was the reaſon that they having form-

between the two Kings, by interpoling their Credit 
and Service of Love, and obtain the re-cſtabliſhmenx 
of the Engliſh Company : but all this being rejeRed by 
the Engliſh with diſdain; and that Uncertainty which 
then was, being brought to a Certainty, fo as the 
whole bufineſs is become of quite another nature 
that the Netherlandiſþ Company ſhould yet be bound 
to perform, what they in the uncertain ſtate of thi 
did ſhew themſelves willing unto, the Netherlandj 
Company apprehendeth, that it in juſtice cannot be 
required, For firſt, thereby, belides other conſiders 
tions, they ſhould certainly be made loſers of the Sum 
of Six times hundred thouſind Ryxdollers , which 
the King of Bantam by evening Accounts is found in- 
debted to the Dutch Company, and of whichaCon- 
tract is made with him in particular, in which he 
grants to their Company the Traffick fn his Kingdom, 
ſo long and until he ſhall come to be in a condition to 
repay the fame to the Dxtch Company : But that 
which befides this, deſerves to be reflected upon, b, 
That the King of Bantam hearing a rumour that the 
Engliſh Company perlifted in their pretence of re- 
ſettlement in Bantam, with the calling back of our 
Troops thence, wrote to the Government of Batavia 
( even after he had ſurmounted all difficultics ) that 
in caſe they ſhould conſent therein, and withdraw our 
Militia from thence, he ſhould not be able to continue 
maſter in the work, but be neceſſitated to retire to 
Bravia, in hope protection ſhould not there be refit 
ſed him ; and thereupon beſought in all humility,

; and that the ſooner, becauſe he is, according to their 
mp, however he bear the title of King, nothing elſe but 2 
ct Slave of Batavia, and a Servant to their will and 
ure. High words indeed : alſo it is a wonderful 
lemma of the Englifh Company, to wit, if the Old 
ws of Bantam have any right to Bantam, and the 
hendencies thereof, then the concluſion is moſt ſo. 
| that the ſame is devolved upon the deceaſed King 
i Great Brittain, of happy Memory : And if the right 
wertains to the young King, as the Hollanders athrm, 
ten he hath acted, by the approbation of .the whole 
ford, againti the Subjects of his faid Majelty as 
nEnemy,and according to what they have deciphered 
Concerning the firſt member of this Dilemma , 
eng it is evident, that the Old King, of Bantam ha- 
ing given over his Kingdom to his Eldett Son the pre- 
nt inheritor thereof, he now cannot afterward give 
to another : the concluſion that follows hence is di= 
ly againſt the Engliſþ Company.

the preſent King of Bantam, in caſe he hath juſtly, as 


he affirmeth, teſtified his diſpleaſure againſt the En-Ma 


gliſh : but in the mean while we cannot let paſs, ſſo 
without taking notice, that while they are pleaſed toRft 
heap up reproaches upon the young King, then they 
fay, he bad afted againſt the Subjects of his Majeſty as ani 
enemy, ungrateful, barbarous, with an Antipathy of ther 
Blood, without the leaſt provocation 3 further, that he is 
unworthy of alliance with them ; but when the buf. 
neſs is to load the Dutch, and make them the Authors 
of their expulſion out of Bantam, then they alterthei 

ſtrain, and ſay, that they could not ſo much as obſer ni 

ther in the words or geſture of the King, the leaſt thing mani 

feſting any diſpleaſure againſt the Engliſh, or that be had ; 
deſign to make them depart out of his Country. 

Here they name the preſent King a Slave of the NW" 
therlandiſh Company 3, and in their Reply they ſay, That 
the Old King, when he ſate on his Throne, would wilingly* 
' have been a Slave of the King of England, and there 
would have made bis triumph. 

In their Reply they give the mentioned King the 
name of a pauvre 1diot, a vile perſon, wne Chetie Cres 
ture, &&c, And in their Letter they wrote to him in 
March, 1683, they ſtile him a wiſe King, to whom they 
ſay, they will ſend a perſon with the Title of Envy or 
Extraordinary Ambaſſador, with full power to conclude 
an cver-during League and Alliance with him. | 

The fame Title the King of Great Britain givetni 
him in his forementioned Letter, ſtiling him a Via 
and Righteous Prince.

And how odiouſly the Engliſþ Company in their 
wrefaid Letter ( annexing alſo, vhat they wrote to 
agoran Diepa Penerat, Chief Miniſter of State ) have 
aphered the Netherlandiſþ Company, and in what 
km we were alrcady with them, even before the 
u of Bantam was kindled, the Dutch Company will 
fr to the judgment of the Reader, 

It hath already been mentioned, that the Engliſh 
mpany in their forcfaid Demand did pretend, be- 
s the calling back of the Dutch Troops, the de- 
xy alſo of the whole City and Caltle of Bantam, or 
; as they ſaid, they would not make their reſidence 
me again. 

but Telides that, the Engliþ Commiſſaries, who 
to decide the differences, did, as hath been ſaid, 
ge, that this their demand, as altogether un- 
mnded and unreaſonable, ought to be denied: So 
$a thing that doth ſufficiently refute it ſelf; 

for before the War-of Bantam, the Engliſh Compa=- 
ſhad nothing there but a Lodge and fimple Reti- 
ace, without the leaſt Territorial Right: The King 
fr he had triumphed over his Enemies, knowing 
ut they had afforded all manner of ailiſtance to 
tm, and not being at reſt, as fearing their future 
Ilarriage, and eſpecially in this juncture of time, 
bile he was. yet ſurrounded of Enemies , cauſes 
Wen to diſlodge : Hereupon now the Engliſh Compa- 
jcomes and demands the delivery of the whole City 
Wd Catile, having had nothing there, but as hath 
Wn aid, a Lodge for Commerce z and this they will 
are from the Netherlandiſh Company, who have no 


lt at all to diſpoſe thereof, except they chaſe —_ 
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the King that now is, out of Bantam, for to put it 
into the hands of the Engliſh ; and except they could 
make it out, and to be agreeable to jultice, that the 
Datch Company ſhould threaten the preſent King to 
abandon and deliver him over to the Will and Mercy 
of his Enemies, by removing of their Troops. out g 
his City, whereas we are bound by Contra to main 
tain and protect him, ſhould now falter in our word 
and falſify our truſt, a thing which may nor ought tg 
be required of us. 

But it is ſaid, that the D»tch Companies intent j 
this, is to monopolize all the Trade of Pepper, and 
get it to themſelves wholly ; and to this they add 
That ſeeing the Netherlandiſh Company having belide 
the Trade of Cloves, Nutmegs, Mace arid Cinnamon 
all this would make them able to maintain a Fleet tg 
withſtand the mighticli King in Exrope. 

But belides that, there are ſo many other grea 
Countries in the Indzes, where Pepper may be had 
and to which the Engliſþ Company have acceſs as wel 
as the Dutch, and that it 1s impothible the Netherlandi 
Company ſhould get them all under their power and 
command; It ought to be called to mind, that whe 
we were in trcaty here with Sir fohn Chardin, tha 
we proffered the Pepper-trade in Common to th 
Engliſh Company, and that by the Contract whic 
ſhould be made with the King, the half ſhould bi 
allotted them; of which an Article was at that tim 
made, and preſented in Writing, but by the faid $i 
Fobn Chardin reje&ed : So far was it from the Duttl 
Companies intention to deſign the ſame, as it's mall 
ciouſly laid to their charge ; and not only as to th 
Pepper-trade, but they add alſo in their Triplici 
That the aim of the Dutch Company by this theirRe 
lidence at Bantam, was, belides the Pepper, to cugrol

"To what the Engliſþ Company do further depoſe in 
teir forcſaid Demand, iz.

overwintering at the Iſland Mawritizs, committed ng 
ſmall inſolencies and miſchiefs, eſpecially they of the 
Preſident, and Eagle, robbing and carrying away all 
what they found, notwithſtanding all the complaints 
aud proteſtations made by the people of the DatchCom- 
pany, of which we have authentick evidences in 
hand to ſhew. 


We paſs by, That the Engliſh for ſo many years 


have made it their conſtant work to debauch our men 
at Bengale, on the Coat of Cormandel, at Bantam, and 
elſewhere, to draw them out of our Service, to ſerve 
them on their Ships homeward(being weakly mann'd) 
againſt the proteſtations made from time to time, asis 
to be ſhewn by evidences in hands of the Netherlandih 
Company. That the Eng/iſ Company 1s intended, 
as themſelves have divulged, to ſet down and build a 
Fortreſs on Priamang, ſeated on the Welt Coatt of 84 
matra, (a Country under the Command of the Dutch 
Company, and where they have a Fort lying ) which 
by the hrſt Letters that come, we expect to hear that 
it is already eftected, they having ſent to that end, 
divers Ships, with Men, Materials, and Warlike fur- 
niture: The miſchief that hence will enſue, may ea- 
ſily be gueſſed at. 

It is a thing inconceivable, how they dare publiſh 
to the World, that the Dutch Company by a contract 
made with them of Macaſſar, November Anno 1667, 
and as they ſay, Printed at Bztavia, by which the Eng- 
liþ Nation was ſecluded from Commerce in that 
Country ; and of which, after the expiration of 
Eighteen years, they make complaints in their Wit 
tings: Whereas fince that time, two ſolemn Treaties 
have been made betwixt England and this State, be- 
fide the forcnamed agreement of the year 1675, I 
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which all pretences and actions whatſoever, which 
might have been againſt each other, were nullified as 
if they never had been ; and although this ſhould not 
be urged, the Dutch Company is ready to juftity what 
they did , by holding forbh to the World their right 
in making ſuch kind of Contra&s. But what in this 
caſe falls into ſpecial conſideration, 1s, that the afore- 
ſaid Contracts, made by the Netherlandiſh Company, 
was during the War with England, or before the peace 
concluded, - Anno 1667, was, or could be known in 
the Indies, or at Macaſſer. 
So then although all were true what is publiſhed in 
a certain Writing, and by Mr. Skelton Envoy Extraor- 
dinary, annexed to the foreſaid Memorial, preſented 
to yoyr Puiſſant Highneſſes, That we had violently 
ſeized on the Factors of the Engliſh Company, carried 
them away Priſoners to Batavia, and then ſpoiled their 
Houſes ( although the. Company, upon their Faith 
and Credit, are ignorant hereof ) what could this 
any way help the Engliſh? or why ſhould they thus ex- 
claim about it? Hath not England about this vcry 
time taken by Force New-Nethberland trom our 1 ſt- 
Indie Company ? and can the Dutch 1/:jt-Indie Com- 
pany frame an Action or Pretence hereon 2 Without 
doubt, No. 
The Englih Company finding themſelves defiitute 
of neceſſary Proofs to make good the Matter of Fact 
they charge the Dch Company with , which never- 
theleſs can only ſerve as the Foundation of what they 
urge: as alſo being convinced of the unan{werable 
Confutation made by the Dutch Company, with moſt 
evident demonſiration of the ungroundedneſs of the 
Aﬀertions of the Engliſh Company 3 they betake them- 
{elves in their Reply to Reproaches, calumniating the 
Digch Company in the conduct of their Afﬀeairs, m 
| 0 
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* ſo odious a manner, and in ſuch extravagant terms, 
as muſt needs make all men aſtoniſhed, how people 
of Honour and Underſtanding ſhould fo forget them- 
ſelves ; yea, ſo far, as that the Engliſh Commiſſaries 
themſelves, in the Conference with the Commiſſaries 
who on our {ide were to decide the bufineſs, were 
conſtrained to abhor and manifeſt their diſcontent 
thereof. And although the Dutch wanted no matter to 
convince the Engliſh Company of their intollerable [n. 
jury, and to diſabuſe the World of ſo many untruths 
falſly-imputed to them; yet they judged it better toah. 
ſtain, and with a modeſt filence to pals it by,than enter 
into further Conteſt, and make the Rupture of the 
Friendſhip ( which is ſo neceſſary between both the 
Companies ) yet greater, and the Wound incurable, | 

The Demand the Dutch Company made by recon- 
vention, conſiſted herein, That they at the earneſt 
requelt of the Englih Company had lent or accom- 
modated them with four Veſſels, for the tranſport of 
their Perſons, Merchandizes and Effects from Barton 
to Bztatia, under promiſe by Writing, to pay the 
Dutch Company for the Fraight: Theſe Ships they 
kept ſome Months, making uſe of them inſtead of 
Magazines, and for preſervation of their Wares and 
EficRs, to the great Prejudice of the Dutch Company, 
who ſtood in very great need of them, in reſpe& of 
their Traflick; but could not get them again what 
Means and Infinuations ſoever they uſed, till ſome

It remains that we ſpeak a word or two of what 
happened before Gamron in the Gulph of Perſiz, over 
which alſo the Engliſh Company make their Com- 
paints : Firſt, In a certain Article in their Triplick, 
and afterward by that Writing which the foreſaid Mr. 


J Skelton Extraordinary Envoy, annexed to the forcfaid 


Memorial by ' him preſented the . . . of May laſt to 
jour Puifſant Highneſles, of which mention was made 
n the beginning. This Article contains, firſt, Com- 
plints againſt the Conduct of the Fleet which latcly 
the Dprch Company had in the Gulph of Perſia, with 
which they intended, as they ſay, to ſhut, or lock up 


2 ill the Havens of that great Kingdom. - 


And the ſaid Memorial did further make like Com- 
zaints, That the forefaid Fleet conducted by Reynier 
{uſembroot, with violence ſhould have hindred Fobn 
Goldsborough , Maſter of an Engliſh Companies Ship 
alled the Merchant of Bengale, from unlading the ſaid 
Ship with Boats, thereby detaining and diſfturbinz 
him in all their Traffick and Buſineſs : But after Ex- 


J anination, this Complaint will be found as ground- 
J les as any of the other. 


The caſe is this, That the Netherlandiſh Company 


Y ime out of mind, having a Comptoir or Lodge , 


together with their Trathck at Gamron, and other 
places in the Kingdom of Perſia, by vertue of an A- 
greement made with the King, and of Priviledges 
granted unto them ; the Perſians in many points ſet 
themſelves in oppoſition againſt them, offering them 
many outragious and unjult dealings: and forafmuch 


J a5 no Reparation or Redreſs in the lealt conld be ob- 


tained by any Requelts made, although accompanied 


with extraordinary and coſtly Preſents, at laſt it burft 
» Be forth 
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forth into Deeds, for to repair the Injury done. Ang 
this is the Fleet of Ships which the Drtch Company 
for this End had in the foreſaid Gulph, with which 
they took from the Perfians the Iſland Kiſmus, with 
the Caſtle in the ſaid Gulph, not far diſtant from 0. 
mis or Gamron, not for to keep, for it could not have 
been ſcrviceable to us, but with intollerable Char e; 
only it was done to induce and neceſſitate the Perſians 
to condeſcend to Reaſon,which it alſo effefted ; where. | 
upon the Netherlandiſh Company reftored the Iſland 
and the Caſtile to the Perſians again, 

What then concerns the tirſ} Complaint, That with 
that Fleet the Netherlandiſþ Company ſought go ſhut 
up all the Havens in Perſia, the Netherlandiſh Conipany 
is neceſſitated to fay, that it is very ſtrange to them, 
that they ſhould ſo wrongfully and maliciouſly miſ- 
conſirue the good Intention of the Netherlandiſh Com- 
pany. | 
Hath the Dztch Company with that Fleet of Ships 
done them the leaſt wrong or hinderance, as to what 
concerns their coming or departing in or from the 
{aid Havens? Yea, even during the time that the Ne- 
therlandiſh Company lay with the whole Fleet before | 
Gamron , Have not the Engliſh ſailed in and out as they 
pleaſed ? They cannot but ſay, Yea. 

What Reaſon had they then to judge ſo maliciouſly Þ 
of their Deſign? | | 

But in the foreſaid Triplick it is faid, That the Ne | 
therlandiſh Company intended indeed to ſet on foot and 
cfe& it, in caſe the Engliſh had not by hap appeared 
there with a greater Number of Ships, not to be hin- 
dred or forced by the Netherlanders. | 

But before they were arrived there with any num- | 
ber of Ships together, did not the forefſaid Fleet, and | 


the ſaid Kaſembroot let thcir fingle Ships go in and out 
- freely |} 
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freely and unmoleſted, yea even their Boats and Cha- 
lops 3 and with them alſo their Ship Wiliamſon la- 
den with Goods fraighted for and belonging to tne 
Perfians ? Surely they cannot deny it. 

And what concerns this great number of Ships, 
which they ſay they afterward had there, if compa- 
red with the number, eſpecially the greatneſs of the 
Netherlandiſh Ships, all mounted, man'd, and in gal- 
lant Equipage for War, they were 1ſirong cnough, 
had they had order, to have kept them out of Gam- 
Yolte 

The Netherlandiſh Fleet lay a Year and ſome Months 
before Gamron, and the Engliſh were but a ſmall time 
with their foreſaid number of Ships there 3 whercas 
before and after there came other, yea {ingle Ships, to 
and fro, and yet according to their own confetlion no 
ſtop or hinderance was done to any of them, fave on- 
ly to the Ship called the Merchant of Bengale betore 
mentioned, and of which ſhall be further ſpoken by 
and by. ; 

From whence then is it evinced, that the Dutch 
Company had ſuch a detign, or what proots do they 
bring to jultije what they depoſe in thcir torcfaid 
Reply ? Not one only word. 

But to ſay how the caſe ftands,the Netherlandih Cont= 
pany undertakes to ſhew, that the ſaid Kaſembroot, 
commanding the ſaid Fleet in Chief in the Gulph of 
Perfia , did all the time of his abode there, by expreſs 
order and command, forbid, that no let or hinderance 
ſhould in the leaſt be offered to the Engliſh Ships in 
their Navigation and Traffick in that Kingdom. 

And that the Datch Companies management might 
be rendred the more ſuſpe&ed and odious, they con- 
clude thus in their Triplick, Theſe are the means whic!: 
the Dutch Company uſeth, for to get great advantag.s 
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upon the Indian Princes, yea have thereby conſtrained 
that great and mighty King of Perſia himſelf to fGh- 
ſcribe ſuch Articles as they would, that. he might 
have his Havens again open and free. 

But belides, that the Netherlandiſh Company hath not 
by all thoſe excetſive charges, Covenanted or acquired 
any greater privileges or advantages than they always 
formerly have had in the Kingdom , except only a 
diſcharge from taking, yearly a quantity of Silk at a 
certain price, (at leaſt ſo far as concerns the laſt )accor- 
ding to the advice which the Datch Company lately re- 
ccived concerning the ſame. 

And in caſe the great Princes of the Indies, and the 
King, of Perſiz himſelf were fo eaſily to be forced by 
ſuch a Fleet as the Dutch Company had there, we have 
rcaſon to demand why the Engliſh Company did not 
make ule of that occaſion, namely when they had pre- 
ſent ſuch a Fleet as they boatt of before Gamron, for 
to recover of the Perſi.zns payment of the Toll or Cu- 
'om of Ormus or Gamron , Which they ſay was fo 
truly due unto them, but unjulitly detained by - the 
P-:ſins, at lealt as to the greater part thereof , and 
which in the year 1654. they demanded, as to the 
hit therzof, amounting to many hundred thouſand 
(;.11.rs of the Netherlandiſh Company, to wit, of the 
Goods which the faid Dutch Company until that time 
had brought and Negotiated there, but was then by 
Zommittces on both parts denied to be due to them, 
and they remitted to the Perſians themſelves, where 
they fo often importuned them by their Complaints; 
yea, even to the threatning of them ; but nevcrthelels 
could never obtain any ſatisfaction : Would they not 
in all that time whefein theſe pretences have {1nce en- 
ceaſed to ſuch vait Sums, if it had bcen to be acqui- 
icd with ſuch facility, have uſed theſe ways and 
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And thereby we may well judg, what was the 
Conſtitution of that Fleet they had there, and of 
which they made ſuch high boaſts. 

But in caſe they ſhould yet attempt the ſame, could 
the Netberlandiſh Company, although much prejudiced 
thereby in their Trathick, as undoubted would {o be, 
could they thereupon lay any action to the charge of 
the Engliſh Company, and make pretences upon them ? 

Surely the Dutch Company would with, yea, entreat 
in a friendly way, that if ſuch a thing thould be, our 
Ships might have the like uſage, as the Dutch Company 
did ſhew to the Engliſh. | 

As to the ſecond Complaint, namely the hinder- 
ance occaſioned to the Ship the Merchant of Bengale in 
her Unlading, by detaining and diſturbing them in 
their Traffick and Undertakings. 

Thus ſtands the caſe : The Dutch Company, as hath 
been ſaid, having War with the Perſians, or being as 
they ſay, Tn Statu Belli, and lying with their Fleet 
before Gamron, there came tidings from Land, that 
there was an intent to Board our Fleet by Firc-Ships, 
and fo cauſe us to leave the Road 3 whereupon we re- 
ſolved to ſeize on all the Perſizn Boats we could get, 
and make them faſt behind our Ships : the torelaid 
Emgliſh Ship lying in the midſt of our Fleet, and ma- 
king preparation to unlade in Perſizn Boats, the {zi 
Kaſembrooz deſired them to be pleaſed to detili;and not 
to make uſe of Perſian Boats, c{pecially they being ave 
cultomed to take in their Loding, in the night time to 
be very early at Land to unlade, we otering them al]. 
the Boats of our'Ships tg aililt them, tliat we might be 
certain, that they under the clozk of coming to tne 
torefaid Ship, with their Fire-Ships, and fatling by 
our Watch, might not before we were awzre, tall up- 
on us 3 but they of the forciat4 Ship rejzcring our

proffer, there came among our Fleet a- Perſian Boat, 
man'd with ten or twelve Perſian Rowers, and one 
Engliſh Mariner, having by him two Caſes with Roſe. 
water,which the ſaid Kaſembroot cauſed to be brought 
into his Shipz the Engl; Interpreter preſently there. 
upon makjng his Complaint, the former proffer of 
our Boats was renewcd, ,and at his going away, bid 
to take with him the two Caſes of Roſe-water,which 
he refuſing, they were put. into his Boat, and & he 
departcd, | | 

This being the true Hiſtory, we demand, What 
herein was done amiſs by the Drutch Company, to cauſe 
the Engliſh to make ſuch clamorous complaints about 
it ? Or whether if any hinderance came thereby tg 
the Engliſh ( for damage they had none) they brought 
it not upon their own heads ? 

The Goods they accule us to have taken out of the 
Perfian Boat (which nevertheleſs they themſelves con- | 
fc{s were again reſtored, and put into the Boat where 
the Engliſh Interpreter was) they aggravate, for to | 
make them, wn all appearance, to ſeem of great im- 
portance , were only the'foxelaid two Caſes of Roſe 
watcr. 

In the contra-Proteſt, the aforeſaid Kaſembront hath 
made againtt the Protctt of the Engliſh ( and to 
which they appcal) the whole carriage of the bulineſs 
is nakedly and clearly made to appear, for which rea- 
' ſon they alſo thought good, as the ſaid Extraordinary 
Envoy annexed the ſaid Protett of the Engliſh to his 
forclaid Memorial, here withal alſo to dcliver over this 
contra-"rotclt, 

Thereby more plainly to *ſhew, firſt, the Proffer 
we made of our Boats tor their ſervice to unlode their 
{aid Ship, partly to take away the hindcrance they 
complained of, and on tic other hand to prevent * 

miſ- 
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miſchief , which by the going to and fro of the 
Enemies Boats, (which they might have pretended to 
he done only in the Name, and by the Order of the 
Engtih) could have befallen our Fleet. 

Again, That the Goods taken out of the Perſian 
Boat, but again reſtored, were nothing but the faid 
Caſes of Roſe-water, 

And thirdly, That the Engliſh, during our difſen- 
ton with the Perſians, did all what they could to in- 
cenſe them againſt us by Calumnies and Falſhoods 3 
which alſo did remarkably retard and ſet back our 
Buſineſs at Court, to the great loſs and detriment of 
the Dutch Company. 

Eſpecially by the Promiſes they made the Perſians 
with fix Ships to chaſe us from the Road of Gamrot, 
nd out of the Fort of Kiſmus, whenas nevertheleſs 
wr ſaid Fleet confiſted of -nine Ships, and of which 


Wie Dutch Company expects due Information at the 


return of our Fleet. 

And hereby the Dirc&ors of the Netherlandiſh Com- 
pany hope they have ſatisfied the deſire of your Puiſ- 
ant Highneſfſes, having manifefted on the one hand 
the Notorious Ungroundedneſs of all the Complaints 
brought in by the Engliſh , and on the other hand, 
the Integrity of the Netherlandiſh Company in theſe 


J Yatters: And that thereby your Puiſſant Highnefles 


will the more be incited to appear for the Dutch 
Company in ſo Righteous a Cauſe ; and to protect 
them againſt all, and every one, that ſhall endeavour 
for this any ways to molelt or injure thcm, which by 
theſe Preſents we moſi humbly rcquelt: Having judg-

T preſented to His Majelty of Grezt Britain, June 29, 
1687, ſay, they have had advice by divers Ships new- 
ly arrived, of the injuries and violences the Hollanders 
have excrciſcd againſt the Engliſh on the Coaſt of Cor- 
mandel, undcr xretext of having war with the King 
of Golcondach. 

That they made themſelves Maſter of Metchalapatam, 
after the ſarnc manner they ſeized Bantam. 

That they had prohibited the Engliſh eight weeks 
ago to Traflick there any more, although they have 
had their rclidence and Magazine there Eighty or Nine- 
ty years together, and that the Magazine was built by 
the Company, and that they bought the very ground 
upon which it was erected, as may be ſeen in the 
writing, of the Governour and the Drtch Councel at 
Pollicats. 

That che Fi-!L:nders in time of peace did by main 
torce Aft.ult the Fort the Engliſh had built at Batan- 
capas, {cated cn the Weſt-Coatt of Szmatra, to ſecure 
themiclves the better of the Traffck in Pepper ; that 
tn contempt they brake and tore in picccs the Pavillion 
of his Britt; Majelity where it was ſec up. 

That they there pillaged the Engliſh. 

Aid becauſe it is apparent, the dcetign of the Hil-

He departed, as he faith, from Indrapmna the 16th. 
if Fuly ; taking with him forty men, Domeſticks and 
vldiers, going with them to Pagaſon, to meet there 
the two Sons of the Emperor Manmecabbo, who wait- 
d them to go together to Batarcapas, being in all 
2000, there to ſettle the Engliſh. That after hve 
ys Voyage they arrived with the Empcror and the 
two Princes z and that the Emperor had bid the Eng- 
kþ to ſettle themſelves there. 

That three days before ticy arrived, the Hollanders 
tad ſettled and fortified themſclves there upon a Rock

they ſaid, had formerly been given unto them, 

That at the end of two days, he ſent them another 
Proteſt. 

That the day after his arriving, the Emperor and 
his two Sons arrived; and themſelves planted thePas 
villion of the King of England. 

That the Hollanders had fortihed themſelves as 
much as they could, 

That during the three firſt weeks there was no op- 
poſition on the one or other part, although the Eny- 
li did often preſs the Millayans to fall upon the 
Engliſh. | | 

That the Hollanders, ſceing that after all their Per- 
{waſions, the Mallayans would do nothing ; forced 
them to retire further up into the Country, about 
three Miles towards the North ; with defign (as the 
Emperor and his men believed) to waſte the Coun- 
try, the Houſes, and eſpecially the City of Batar- 
CAPAS 

7 That to prevent this Deſolation, the Emperor and 
his two Sons had drawn back their Forces, except } 
60 or 70 Millyans, whom they lett there for tocover 
tneir Works, 

That after the Retreat of theſe Troops, the Hol 
Lmders in Batancapas, the day after, being the 23d.of 
Arif, on a Friday, and on the Sunday, had ſhot 
with their greatett Cannons at the Pcople as they came

b the Market, in hope to make them afraid, and no 
yore to ſupply the Engliſh, or to bring them any more 
ſrovifnons. 

That a Cannon-bullet with two Points, ftriking a 
ree near the Paliſado of the Engliſh Fort, burit aſun- 
fr in two Pieces. 

That the day after they had diſfatched Mr. Samuel 
Porly to the Hollanders, to know of them the Reaſon 
herefore they had ſhot at the Magazine of the Eng- 
þ, and their Men; and to tell their Commander 
hey would ſend a piece of the Bullet to the King of 
land, and inform him of the Afﬀront they had 
one to his Subjects : But the Commander not being 
hen preſent, Mr. Yorly had done the Mefſage to ano- 
ter Gentleman that had the Command in the ab- 
nce of the other ; the ſaid Officer ſhould have an- 
ered, That he much wondred they ſhould make 
ch a work of one or two Cannon-ſhot ; and point- 
y with his Finger to divers Pieces not tar off from 
im, ſhould have ſaid, Behold there a great many 
ore, Which ſhall be ſhot off : And not tailing of his 
Nord, the ſame afternoon 21 Amgujt, he made two 
hot more, after the ſame manner as betore, 

That the Malayans being atirighted, the greater 
wt which remained with the Engliſh deſerted them. 

That the Hollanders being advertiſed hereof, eni- 
wked in their Chalops the Mallzyans, with a number 
Wi Dutch Soldiers, 

That they fired continually their Great Guns while 
hey were in their Barks; and at length having ſet 
bot on Land, they with Fury aſſaulted the {mall num- 
kr of Mallayans, which were for the Engliſh ; let on 
re their Pallifado ; and having put to flight the ſaid 

ayans, they fell upon the Engliſh which were at 
aeEntrance of the Palliſado.

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That a certain man named Mackolon, an Officer of 
the Hollanders., told him, That except he ſought to 
eſcape, the Mallayans would kill him, 

That not fearing, their Threats, the Hollanders had 
commanded the Mallayans to aſſault the Engliſh; but 
the Mallayans teſtifying their diſlike by refuling to do 
it, the Enlign-bearer (ct himſelf in the Front, forced 
an cntrance into the Fort ; being tollowed of fomeM 1 
Mallayans, and about forty Hollanders. 

That theſe Troops were no ſooner paſt the Pallifa- 
do, but they ſaid to themand the other Engliſh, That 
if ever they centred more into the Fort, they might 
expect nothing, elſe but to be fallen upon. 

That at the very ſame inſtant the Dwtch Soldiers 
and the Mallay:ms began to plunder, carrying away 
all they thought was of any worth, and gaveit into 
the Hands of their Commanders : And while they 
were thus pillaging, the Dutch Soldiers in contempt, 
brake and tore in pieces the Flag of the King of Ey- 
land, which was (ct up there. 

That after all theſe Violences, the foreſaid Officer, 
by Order of the Commander, prayed him to retire Wp: 
on the {ide of the Hollandersz promiſing in the name Ma 
of the Commander, thcy would reſtore the Merchan- WM 
dize, Eftects, Silver-work , Cannon, and all what MP 
might appertain to the Engliſh, and what ſhould be 
tound in the Hands cf the Mallayans, W 

That he thereupon going to the Commander na-W T 
med Mrckabon, he inſtead of performing what was WC 
promiſed, anſwered him, He could do nothing in it; WW a 
and that what the Maliayans had taken, was jultly Yd; 
acquired, and they could not be conſirained to render W'th 
the ſame: However, as for the Cannon, he would

E have received your Puiſſant Highnefles Let- 
ter, and therewith your Reſolution of the 
firſt of this preſent, with an inſertion of the Memori- 
2] preſented to your Puifſant Highnefſes, with an An- 
nex by the Marquis of Albiville, Envoy Extraordinary 
of his Royal Majeſty of Great Britain 3 which ſaid Me- 
morial containeth Complaints againſt the tranſa&tions 
cr, Wand doings of the Miniſters of the Netherlandiſh Com- 
irc Wpany at Maſlapatam upon the Coaſt of Cormandel, and 
ne WY at Batancapas upon the Weſt Coali of Sumatra, with 
- their Requeſt of Reparation ; concerning which, your 
ut WI Puiſſant Highneſſes require information by us. We 
be W may not omit, High and Mighty Lords, to propoſe, 
with all dutiful reſpe& to your Puiſſant Highneſſes, 

13- W That foraſmuch as the ſaid Appendix is in ettcct the 
vas WF Contents of ſuch Letters which the Engliſh Company, 
it ; W as they pretend, have lately received out of the Indies, 
lily W divers particulars are rehearſed in what manner the 
dr W things they complain of were there tranſacted , of 
ud MF which we, by reaſon our Ships are not yet arrived, 
tho expected every hour, cannot have perfe&t know- 


kdg: May it therefore pleaſe your Puiſſant Highneſles 
not 
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not to conſirue it amiſs, that we defer the ſame 2 
while ; however we ſay aforchand, that the faid Com- 


plaints, as they are propoſed inthe ſaid Memorial, are 


of two parts. : 

Firſt, Againſt the condud of our people, in their 
attings at Maſlapatnam : And ſecondly, upon the Weſt- 
Coalt of Sumatra, with the wrong done to the Eng- 
liſh at both places. 

As to the tirti, we apprehend, that by the informa- 
tion we had the laſt yeart out of India, and by ano- 
ther hand, (ſetting aſide what we are yet expecing) 
we want no matter fully to juſtify the tranſactions of 
our people there, aud to demonſtrate the ungrounded- 
neſs of the forcfaid Complaints, 

And what concerns the ſecond, namely, That by 
force we ſhould have hindred them, that they could, 
nor might ſettle themſelves in the Country of the 
Prince of Indrapanna , nor build Forts where they 
pleaſed ; whereas that Prince, according to what they 
affirm, had made over that Country to them, although 
we cannot directly diſcover the perfect ſtate and con- 
ſtitution of that buſineſs, until the Ships, which we 
dayly expe& be arrived ; nevertheleſs, we are able, by 
the information we had the laſt year concerning it, to 
afirm from the contents of thoſe Letters, That the 
Engliſh , by reaſon of the unhealthtulneſs of that 
Country, and the mortality it brought upon their 
men, with other difficulties, were intended, yea, did 
actually prepare todepart thence, ſo that we thought 
to hav: mentioned nothing more, nor troubled your 
Puiflant Highnefſes with that bufineſs, but have paſt 
it by in filence ; but ſeeing out the foregoing Appen- 
dix we find it otherwiſe, we ſhall nor may not negle@ 
to produce with the firſt opportunity unto your Pui+ 
{ant Highneſſes our juſt complaints, and withal to _ 
tne 
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the injuries, loſſes and intrufions of the Eng/iſh upon 
the propriety and right, which we ( as to the Weſt» 
coaſt ) for a very long time have had and acquired, 
and which we yet have the actual poſſeſſion and in- 
joyment of, and can prove, that they continnally 
have ſought to debauch, and draw from us theſe 
Princes, who, in acknowledgment of the benefits and 
ſervices they received from us, and amongſt many 
other, that we had delivered them, at our excceding 
Charge and Expences, out of the hands of their 
Enemies under whoſe yoke they were brought; and 
moreover , at whoſe Requeſt we have by ſolemn 
Contracts taken upon us, and promiſed to defend 
them againſt all and every one who ſhould offer to 
do any injury or violence unto them ;-and for which 
they have declared us for their Soveraigns, and in 
eſpecial alſo that forementioned Prince of Indraponna, 
in whoſe Country they have built a Fort, endeavour- 


ing forcibly to thruſt us out of our poſſethon , by 


depriving us of the injoythent we had: And yet they 
themſelves confeſs that our people on the Weſt-Coatt 
have proteſted againſt the injuries they did to them, 
while they Tought to ſettle themſelves at Bowcoulo and 
Indraponna, Countries and places, as the real truth is, 
belonging to us, of which the Contracts are in our 
hands time out of mind ; and yet they cannot deny, 
that their people have ſet themſelves againſt us by 
building of Forts to keepus out; yea, they complain, 
that we, by raiſing a Fort, have injured and prevented 
them, and yet this is all the damage and wrong, ag- 
cording, to their own ſaying , we have done them. 
If, indeed, the Engliſh could make it out, and main- 
tain that they have a right to come into a Country, 


of which the Soveraignty is made over to us, be-

ſide other engagements we have there, tho as 
they fay, by conſent of the ſaid Prince ( although 
that is not by us owned as true) to build Forts 
thereby to draw the Commerce into their hands, 
with the ſecluding of us, to whom the right is 
only belonging, and yet we not have juſt cauſe, 
by raifing a Fort to prevent them; or that hereby 
they ſhould have a main Action againſt us: Cer- 
tainly this mult needs come from another Law than 
hitherto hath been known to the World. They 
accuſe us, that we, by privative Contracts , haye . 
ſought every where to keep them from Trading, 
and yct they make their Appeal to fuch like Con- 
tracts which themſelves have made therc. The 
Engliſþ Company ſhews , that* they wilfully continue 
in their cuſtom, to make always complaints , how 
impertinent or ungrounded foever, thereby to pre- 
occupy the World, yea, to make an imprethon even 
in the Inhabitants of this State it ſelf, as if we 
ſought nothing elſe, but rhade it our whole buſi 
nels to oppoſe and be thwarting of the Engliſh, as 
amongſt other their complaints, this alſo may ap- 
parently be ſeen in the bulineſs of Bantam , which 
occaſioned ſuch commotion and clatter almoſt in all 
places, and concerning which, the Information fiated 
by this Chamber above a ycar ago, and preſented 
to your Puiſſant Highneſfſes, hath clearly maniteſted 
what is to be judged of the carriage and conduct 
of the Netherlandiſþ Company in that matter, which 
in the firſt was ſo odiouſly ſet forth. But foraſ- 
much as it is our intention, after the arrival of our 
Ships, whoſe return from the Indies we dayly ex- 
pe&t, more amply, by the permiſſion of your Puil- 
{ant Higaneſſ:s, to treat of theſe and other _

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when we ſhall have further light by the evidences 
we expect in thoſe Ships, and to ſhew the injuries 
ts © offered us 3 we will herewith conclude, praying, &c.
